1,800 -mtles 
long, by six mllm wide. « a highway for 
Te^as cattle to the northwest pastures. 
TeT«< Is now recognlted as a vast herding 
farm, »nd yearlings are wnt to the nortbwest 
to fatten. Other subject* will come before 
tie convention, but Ilicoc perhaps are the 
most Important.

1/V*~ of Dakot», our late capital commit- 
atoo >«fD9d<5 to Tlstt the historic spot or 
eitn to consider Its claims for tbe honors they 
were about to confer. However, Spink county 
claims Ibe honor of tbe first capl'»i ot Dakota, 
anoHho spot which marked It will always re 
main a place of Interest for tbe historian, 
tourist «nd antlnuarlau.
